SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


February 1, 1924. 
To the Schoo! Board of Croydon: 


It gives me pleasure to submit to you my fifth 
report as superintendent of the schools of Croydon. 


The schools at the Flat and at the East Village 
completed the school year of thirty-six weeks, the one 
on June 21, the other on June 22. The school at 
Ryder’s Corner was closed for the winter and arrange- 
ments were made for attendance of the pupils at the 
Sunapee schools. On June 15 this school was closed, 
having completed twenty-two weeks in session. 


At the East Village school the registration was 
27, the average membership was only 17.1, with 93 per 
cent of attendance. The distribution in grades was as 
Pollows 1, Ss TL ell Ta sel vies Vis isc ot viewed be 
0; VIII, 1. The membership in June was 18, 15 of 
these were promoted to the next grade and three failed 
of promotion. The great difference in registration and 
membership was due to the large fluctuation in school 
population. 


At the Flat school the registration was 18, the 
average membership was 11.1 with a rank of 93.7 per 
cent in attendance. The grade distribution follows:

The June enrollment was 9. All of them were pro- 
moted.

The registration at the Ryder’s Corner school 
was 18, the average membership was 10.8 with a rank 
of 97.2 in attendance. The June enrollment was 13. 
Seven were promoted to the next grade, and six failed 
of promotion. Two because of inferior work, four of 
them had had only twelve weeks of schooling. The 
total registration in all the schools was 63, the average 
membership was but 39 with an attendance percentage 
of 94.4. This compares very creditably with the state 
percentage of 93.38. 

The schools were in charge of competent teachers 
of much experience, loyal, industrious, and devoted to 
professional ideals. In December the services of a very 
efficient teacher, Miss Melvina Davis, were lost to the 
district. Upon the reopening of the school in April, 
Mrs. Muriel Hayward was engaged. While without 
training and with little experience, she has done her 
work in a very gratifying manner. 


For the year 1922-23 the registers record 6 visits 
by the members of the school board, 51 visits by the 
superintendent, and 142 visits by citizens. 


The fall term began September the fourth with 
out any change in the teaching force. The registration 
on September 30 was 42. Since that date nine pupils 
have left the district and eight pupils have come to 
reside in the district. The registration for February 1 
is 41. 

On November 12 and 14 tests in arithmetic and 
spelling were given to all the eighth grade pupils in 
New Hampshire, 5,000 in number. The arithmetic

test was identical with one given to all the ninth grade 
pupils in Springfield, Mass. in 1846. The average rank 
of the Springfield children was 29; for the state of 
New Hampshire, 49; for Croydon, 79. The spelling 
test had been given in several city schools of the 
country with an average rank of 74. The average rank 
of the N. H. children was $7; of the Croydon children, 
81. Our average ranking in these subjects compares 
very gratifyingly both with the state average, but 
much more so with the average of the very superior 
school system in 1846. 

In conclusion, I offer you my thanks for your 
kindly advice and your cordial cooperation with me 
in matters of school administration.
